Boys Caught 
Attempting 
Third Break 


Two Andover juveniles were 
apprehended about 7 p.m, Sept, 23 
in the act of attempting their third 
break at Hills Hardware on Main 
St. 

The boys, one 12 and the other 
14, were quickly linked with the 
previous robberies by the tread of 
a sneaker which matched a print 
taken by Officer John Murray, 
following one of the earlier breaks, 

Police said the boys were also 
responsibile for recent breaks at 
Colonial Builders on Park St, and 
the Liberty Mutual Building on 
Chestnut St. While no money was 
missing in these latter breaks, a 
total of $80 and two radios were 
taken from Hills, 

The pair was spotted Thursday 
by Officer William Atwood in the 
process of attempting to force 
entry through a window from the 
roof of the same shed which pro- 
vided access for the earlier 
robberies, 


The ban on watering has been 
lifted for two weeks to give An- 
dover evergreens some drought 
relief, but full restrictions remain 
on all other outdoor uses of water, 

The waiver was announced Tues= 
day by Philip K, Allen, chairman

Evergreens can be killed if their 
root systems are excessively dry 
when hit by frost, Allen explained,’ 
To give property owners a chance 
to protest this sort of landscape 
growth, and this sort only, Manager 
Richard Bowen reports that the 
watering of evergreens is to be 
permitted for a maximum of two 
weeks, 

The watering may be done with 
a hose, but must be directed at the 
root system of the evergreens, 
Strictly banned is the use of 
sprinklers, 

Allen reported at the select- 
men’s meeting that Haggett’s Pond 
has dropped just nine inches inthe 
last two months, a loss he said is 
roughly equivalent to what could 
be expected from evaporation, He 
added a thank-you to thepeople for 
their handling of the drought situa- 

tion,

Andover Town Clerk Irving 
Piper has been waging a behind- 
the-scenes campaign to stall state 
adoption of costly voting machines 
and encourage Legislative 
approval of an electronic voting 
technique that would tabulate pre- 
cinct ballots ina matter of, minutes, 

The clerk has been fighting a 
battle for time, working with one 
eye on Andover swelling voter 
registration and the other on the 
actions of the Great and General 
Court, 

Piper was the only town clerk 
in the Commonwealth to appear at 
a Boston hearing earlier this year 
in support of a measure that would 
establish IBM’s Harris Voter 
Meter as the device sought to 
speed the vote tabulation process, 
And he was instrumental in seeing 
that the electronic meter was dis- 
played andits advantages explained 
at a state-wide meeting of town 
clerks, 

The movement has become 
enough of a groundswell to cause 
Sec, of State Kevin White to 
schedule a Georgia trip for Norman 
Gleason, supervisor of elections, 
In October Gleason will observe 
the computer oriented voting pro= 
cedure in action in a DeKalb 
County election, 

Piper expects a couple of Mas= 
sachusetts trial runs to result and 
has been assured by Supv. Gleason 
that Andover could be one of the 
show case towns selected,

If the state, in the interest of a 
faster and more accurate ballot 
count, should vote in the tradi- 
tional voting machine as an elec- 
tion requirement, it would cost 
Andover $50,000 to $60,000 to equip 
its present six precincts, 

If the number of precincts should 


have to be enlarged, thecost would | a 


soar even higher, Just to add 
another six hand«count precincts 
in Andover would push costs from 
$6,000 to $12,000 or $14,000 the 
clerk told the selectmen Tuesday, 

The initial town investment for 
the computer, punch card ballot 
system would, on the other hand, 
run about $10,000, Piper reports, 

With this technique, printing 
costs are cut to a minimum since 
the ballot itself remains in the 
voter booth, Instead of marking 
X’s, citizens insert a punch card 
into the ballot unit and punch holes 
to indicate the candidates of their 
choice, 

Indications are that there are 
fewer spoiled ballots with this 
method than those now in use, the 
clerk said, 

Piper pointed out that Andover 
is in a perfect position to take 
immediate advantage of the elec- 
tronic meter since a local business 
college already has the necessary 
equipment for processing the 
ballots and in time, the new Re=- 
gional Vocational and Technical 
High School will also have a full 
computer set-up.

shortage in sight, however, Water 
Supt, Donald C, Bassett said 
earlier this week that at his last 
check the water level of the pond 
was at just 5°9"*, 

The sale of town owned Woods 
Hill property sought by the Ameri= 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co,, 
scheduled to take place during 
the selectmen’s meeting, was post= 
poned at the request of AT&T's 
local attorney, Charles Hatch, 

Hatch requested that the board 
refuse all bids to give the tele- 
phone company time to clarify 
certain of the specifications ad- 
yertised, ‘‘Two or three items 
are unclear,’® he said, 

The specs were intentionally 
tailored to attract AT&T's bid and 
no other, Voters at a special town 
meeting actually approved sale of 
the land to the firm for installa- 
tion of an electronic tower, but it 
had to be offered for public bid 
because of state laws regulating 
the sale of municipally owned pro- 


perty. 

In addition, Hatch gavethe board 
a written request for an easement 
over a portion of the land the town 
intends to retain in the area, The 
company wants the right to use a 
50 foot width as a roadway into 
tower site, Also asked, the right 
to erect a temporary tower in the 
process of confirming map studies 

and determining the exact height 
of the proposed permanent tower, 
Town Hall 

Other items on the agenda: 

@ The board discussed the new 
town hall with Lawrence Nutley 
and Scott Quinlan of the Boston 
architectural firm of Campbell, 
Aldrich and Nutley, 

Nutley told members that his 
company does _ contemporary 
buildings, and cited the Methuen 
Town Hall and the Bradford Junior 
College library in Haverhill as 
nearby examples. CA&N architects 
are alsa responsible for the design 
of the new Tufts University 
Library, work at the University 
.of Massachusetts and handled the 
working drawings for designers of 
the Boston City Hall, 

Architect Quinlan said he has 
examined both the Shorten garage 
property on Park St, and the 
municipal parking lot, the two re- 
‘maining sites under consideration 
for construction of the municipal 
office building, 

He said that off hand he would 
consider the Shorten location a 
tough one, but he said that the board 
should hold its final decision until 
an architect is hired and can give 
them specific advice, 

@ Manager Richard Bowen re- 
ported that a town-ordered 
appraisal of the Shorten property 
indicates that $26,300 is a **sound 
value’ price for the location, This 
sum is to be offered Owner William 
Shorten, 

It is understood from other 
sources that Shorten is asking the 
full $40,000 budgeted as a covering 
sum by town meeting when it was 
decided to add this site to town 
holdings as acontrolover its future

The death of Edmond E. Hammond, secretary and long- 
term member of the Andover Zoning Board of Appeals has 
created a vacancy with this quasi legal agency of town 
government which the selectmen have yet to fill. 

It is an appointment that deserves cautious and non- 
partisan consideration. 

The updated Comprehensive Plan prepared and newly 
released as a blueprint for future development makes it 
alltooclear that if Andover is to preserve its identity as 
a semi-rural, residential community, it must keep its 
growth within prescribed and balanced limits and move in 
advance to conserve land areas for municipal service 
needs, including recreation. 

The Zoning Appeals Board does not write our zoning 
regulations, but it can virtually rewrite them if it takes 
any other than a strictly by-the-book approach to inter- 
preting the bylaws. A seat on this board is a strategic 
post, and a thankless one. People who come asking re- 
lease from the provisions of our zoning regulations and 
those who dppose such release are not always temperate. 

As of this moment there is just one lawyer on the board. 
We take the position that it needs another: one with some 
background to equip him for sorting out the facts at public 
hearings, one who can lend experience in the area of 
interpreting regulations and who can give the beleagured 
chairman a hand with the writing of decisions.

Pessimistic 

Earlier this month the School Committee gave official 
recognition to the Andover Teachers Assn. as the bar- 
gaining agent for the professional staff of the public 
school system. 

No such union jargon is written into the agreement 
made, but it takes little imagination to forsee that the 
‘matters of concern’? which the association now has the 
stipulated right to discuss with policy makers will most 
frequently relate to salary scales and working conditions. 

It is equally obvious that the opinions of association 
officials will carry more weight now that the School Com- 
mittee has acknowledged them as spokesmen for the whole 
of the professional staff. To say that the agreement, 
incorporated as an article in the school department’s rules 
and regulations, merely formalizes what has long been 
common practice is a considerable exaggeration. 

It is true that representatives of the association have 
sat in on committee salary talks. But they have been 
invited for what might more accurately be described as 
courtesy calls than bargaining sessions. 

Now the association is in a position to demand that it 
be heard; and within fifteen days of its ‘‘request’’ for a 
joint meeting. This places the whole relationship between 
the School Committee and the teachers group in an entirely 
different realm. 

The TOWNSMAN does not dispute the committee’s 
wisdom in giving recognition to the professional organiza- 
tion. Nor does it quarrel with the procedure of writing 
such recognition into the rules and regulations to keep it 
from being an annual issue, 

It is-encouraging that such initial accord could be 
reached without the sort of militant maneuvers faced in 
some~ communities, and in a manner that safeguards the 
rights of the teacher who prefers to speak for himself, 

Nor can we-quarrel with the overall thesis that the 
fresh understanding between the policy board and its 
professional 2mployees will be mutually beneficial. If it 
does nothing more than provide teachers with the chance 
to present ‘‘considered’’ opinions with professional 
detachment, devoid of the sort of emotionalism displayed 
at a public meeting last spring when some of their number 
openly sneered at comments of the then curriculum co- 
ordinator, it will be of mutual benefit. 

We will all certainly profit if it leads to both practical 
and placid solutions to school labor issues. 

But beyond this, what can we possibly hope for that 
will be ‘‘mutually beneficial.’’ Is it any more likely now 
than before that our teachers will fly in the face of either 
the School Committee or the Establishment in behalf of a 
better school system? 

The School Committee has already broached the subject 
of survey-type projects that the association could 
voluntarily undertake, studies that might point the way to 
improved teacher-School Committee communications, new 
or expanded programs, fuller use of the teachers potential 
in extra-curricular projects etc. etc. And association 
officials have already expressed their reluctance to be- 
come involved with anything that could lead to a crossing 
of administrative lines. It is an instinctive and not un- 
expected reaction — and one that encourages our natural 
pessimism about how really ‘‘mutual’’ the benefit of the 
new teacher-committee alliance can be.

Confection 


In the 13th century, the apothe- 
caries or compounders of drugs 
were called confectionarii; how- 
ever, the term did not imply 
that these early pharmacists were 
makers of sweets. 

At that time, sugar was believed 
to possess great medicinal proper- 
ties. The confectionarii, whose 
name comes from the Latin word 
confectio (to compose), used it as 
an ingredient of various remedies. 

By extension, the term confec- 
tion eventually came to be applied 
to all sugary preparations and lost 
its original medical meaning—ex- 
cept in pharmacy, where it was 
used to denote a soft mass of sugar 
and water as a base for medicinal 
substances,
